OSCAR A. MICHEL, IN PRISON 
FOR MAILS FRAUD, DISBARRED 


Patent Attorney Was Convicted in 
Connection With Theft From 
‘ _* Inventors. . 

Oscar A. Michel, patent attorney 
now serving a prison sentence for 
using the mails to defraud, was dis- 
barred from further practice in 
Missouri by order of Circuit Judge 
Hamilton today. 

Disbarment proceedings were 
brought against Michel by the 
Grievance Committee of the St. 
Louis Bar Association. George 
Wise, representing the committee, 
presented formal proof of Michel’s 
conviction. 

Michel, who is in his sixties and 
formerly had offices in .the Title 
Guaranty Building, was sentenced 
to two years in Federal prison on 
his plea of guilty March 2, 1932, to 
a charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud inventors, who employed him 
to patent their inventions. Post- 
office inspectors reported that the 
attorney obtained about $50,000 
from hopeful inventors. 


STOCKS DROP $1 TO $6 
IN DAY OF HEAVY SELLING 


“Bull” Market Gets Its Worst Set- 


NEW YORK, June 15.—A rise in 
dollar exchange was accompanied 
by heavy selling of stocks here to- 
day. 

Leading shares dropped $1 to 
more than $6 a share under a large 
volume of offerings in the last hour, 
Earlier, the market had been nar- 
row and dull, but reports from Lon- 
don that an agreement was near 
on de facto stabilization of the dol 
lar precipitated liquidation of spec- 
ulative accounts.

An accountant’s report filed in 
Circuit Court today shows default, 
as of May 1, 1933; in principal or 
interest payments on $4,427,615 of 
the real estate mortgage loans se- 
curing the participation notes is- 
sued by the First National Co., in- 
vestment affiliate of the First Na- 
tional Bank. 

The face value of the mortgages 
deposited with’ the First National 
Bank as trustee to secure the par- 
ticipations was reported as $9,683,- 
844. The amount of participations 
outstanding is $9,577,507. Since May 
1, when the First National Co. an- 
nounced it was unable to'pay $392,- 
000 of its participations maturing 
on that date and proposed a plan 
for extension of all maturities until 
May 1, 1938, there have been a num- 
ber of suits seeking appointment of 
a receiver to take charge of the 
mortgages or for a substitute trus- 
tee in the place of the bank. 

The accountant’s report was filed 
by Attorney H. G. Stein, represent- 
ing Anna B. Breschel, a participa- 
tion holder, who sought appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the mortgage | 
securities and against whom an in- 
junction was sought to prevent the 
prosecution of hér suit. The exam- 
ination was made by the account- 
ant, Sidney 8S. Cohen & Co., by 
court order. 

Stein said it was brought out in 
a deposition yesterday of;H. T. Fer- 
riss, president of the First National 
Co., that sale of the participations 
was discontinued by the company 
in March of this year. 


Would Hold Bank Liable. 

In an amended cross-bill, filed to- 
day by Attorney Stein, the court is 
asked to determine the amounts 
due the various participation hold- 
ers and to hold the First National 
Bank jointly with the First Na- 
tional Co. liable for any deficiency 
that may exist between the amount 
realized from sale of the securities 
behind the participations and the 
amount due the holders of the par- 
ticipations. 


The amended. cross-bill also 
charges that the First National Co. 
“is indebted to the First National 
‘Bank in St. Louis in an amount in 
excess of $1,000,000, and that said 
defendant bank holds as collateral 
and security for such indebtedness 
assets of defendant First National 
Co. which are of great value; that 
as such creditor of defendant First 
National Co. said defendant bank 
has interests which are antagonistic 
and adverse to the intérest of this 
defendant and other holders of said 
participations.” 


In the cross-bill action Stein’s 
client is a defendant by reason of 
the injunction action which was 
filed against her in behalf of Kate 
Ellis, another of the participation 
holders suing for receivership for 
the mortgages underlying the par- 
ticipations.

WASHINGTON, June i15.—The 
House today rejected the Senate 
Cutting-Steiwer veterans’  substi- 
tute, thereby sending the independ- 
ent offices appropriation bill back 
to the Senate for another vote. The 
vote was 208 to 177. 

The CuttingSteiwer proposal lim- 


j ited to 25 per cent reductions in the 


service-connected disability compen- 
sation of any World War veteran 
or the pension of any’veteran of a 
war prior to the World War, or the 
pension of any widow, or dependent 
of such veterans, 

Plans were made for another 
meeting of the conferees in an ef- 
fort to find a compromise between 
the President’s House compromise 
and the Cutting-Steiwer figures, 
that would be acceptable to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the House and 
Senate. The veterans’ issue is hold- 
ing up adjournment of the extra 
session of Congress. 

Changes Are Voted. 

The House accepted a partial re- 
port on the veterans’ controversy 
covering points not in dispute. Then 
it reduced to $500,000 the Senate- 
approved amendment to provide $1,- 
000,000 for payments to state insti- 
tutions for care of veterans suffer- 
ing from neuro-psychiatric ail- 
ments. Dirksen (Dem.), Illinois, 
had urged the House to adopt the 
Senate change. 

The House rejected the Black 
amendment to provide $1,000,000 for 
hospital facilities for veterans with 
non-service connected illnesses. The 
vote was 162 to 23. 

The House approved the Tydings 
amendment for care and treatment 
of veterans of any war, including 
the Boxer Rebellion and the Philip- 
pine Insurrection, suffering from 
disabilities or ailments suffered in 
line of duty. 

Conferencé at White House. 

President Roosevelt, meanwhile, 
discussed the alternatives at the 
White House with the two Repub- 
lican authors of the amendment 
that is more expensive than the 
course advocated by him. What he 
had to say to Cutting of New Mex- 
ico and Steiwer of Oregon was 
known only to the three. 

The President and Cutting and 
Steiwer talked over veterans com- 
pensations for more than an hour 
without any conclusions. The Sen- 
ators said no compromise was sug- 
gested by the President, who in- 
formed them he had his veto ready. 

“We spent most of the time,” said 
Steiwer, “talking over the regula- 
tions to be made under the economy 
program.. That is the important 
thing and, of course, we want these 
regulations to be as liberal as pos- 
sible.” — 

President Roosevelt had a veto 
message ready in case the House 
did as the Senate. Democratic 
leaders were informed that he 
would, if necessary, go before a 
joint; meeting of the Senate and 
House to deliver his’ message.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Accep- 
tance by the President of a $10, 
000,000 silver payment by Great 
Britain in partial settlement of the 
British war debt installment due 
today was made possible by the 
Thomas inflation amendment to the 
Agricultural Relief Act of the pres- 
ent session of Congress. 

This amendment was introduced 
by the Senator from Oklahoma and 
approved by the President. It gave 
the President, among other broad 
powers, the right to accept silver 
for six months from date of the 

e of the act in payment of 
the principal or interest on the 
foreign debt to the United States, 
this silver to be accepted at a price 
not more than 50 cents an ounce. 
The aggregate value of the silver 
that might thus be taken was fixed 
at $200,000,000. 

“The President,” the act con- 
tinues, “shall cause silver certifi- 
cates to be issued in denominations 
of $1, to the total number of dollars 
for which such silver was accepted 
in payment of debts. Such silver 
certificates shall be used by the 
Treasurer of the Unit-7? States in 
payment of any obligations of the 
United States. 

“The silver so accerted and re- 
ceived shall be coined into standard 
silver dollars and subsidiary coins

the provisions of this section, and 
such coins shall be retained in the 
Treasury for the payment of such 
certificates on demands.” 

The market price of silver yes- 
terday was 36% cents an ounce, so 
that the payment cost the British

If Great Britain had 
buy American exchange at the pre- 
vailing rate abroad of about 85 per 
cent of the. par gold dollar, the 
$10,000,000 payment would have 
cost $8,500,000 in gold. The saving 
through resort to the Thomas 
amendment was 13 per cent greater 
than if Britain had bought ex- 
change. 

The silver required for the trans- 
action was reported in London to 
have been obtained in India. 

Treasury officials here said today 
they expected it would be shipped 
to the United States. They esti- 
mated the weight at 20 million troy 
ounces, or 1,750,000 troy pounds. 

Though the Thomas amendment, 
they said, was somewhat ambigu- 
ous, it was clear that at least some 
of the silver would be coined into 
silver dollars, which would be used 
as backing for silver certificates. 
The amount to be coined was said 
to be discretionary with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury.

Officers of the Railway Labor 
Executives’ Association have an- 
nounced flatly the union workers 
would not accept such a cut. 

The railroads asked thet repre-

Although not touching on their 
own financial conditions, the rail- 
roads said the proposed adjustment 
would bring the wage rates of 
railway workers “more nearly in 
line with living costs and with 
rates paid in other industries.”

Text of Announcement. 

The announcement, which the 
roads said was being sent to heads 
of the 24 unions comprising the 
Railway Labor Executives’ Associa- 
tion, follows:

way labor act and the existing 
agreement with the employes rep- 
resented by your organization (the 
Labor Executives’ Association) of 
an intention to reduce all basic 
rates of pay on and after Nov. 1, 
1983, in the following respects, to- 
wit:

“In accordance with the pro- 
vision of the agreement of Dec. 21, 
1982, (providing the 10 per cent de- 
duction and which has been ex- 
tended to next Nov. 1) we have au- 
thorized the conference committee 
of managers to represent this com- 
pany (the Railway Executives’ As- 
sociation) in proceedings, and it is 
our desire that the initial confer- 
ence shall be held in the Palmer 
House, Chicago, on July 12, 1933, at 
10 a. m.” 

The railway labor act provides 
that conferences first be held and 
that if no agreement is reached the 
matter be placed before a United 
States Government mediator.

SALE OF BEER IN KANSAS 


Dismisses Injunction Suit; Will 
Not Interfere With Officials 
Barringf Brew. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan., June 15.— 
Federal Judge John C. Pollock to- 
day denied an injnnction to re- 
strain Kansas officials from inter- 
fering with the sale of 3.2 per cent 
beer. 

The jurist said he assumed State 
courts would interpret State laws 
in a fashion which would bring 
about no conflict with Federal sta- 
tutes. ° 

He first asked if a motion to 
dismiss and a ruling on the appli- 
cation for an injnnction would be 
included in the same decision with- 
out protest.

More 
than 600 persons had obtained Féd- 
éral beer permits in the expecta- 
tion that Judge Pollock, outspoken 
critic of the Federal prohibition 
laws, would issue an order restrain- 
ing State and local authorities from 
interfering with the sale of the 
brew. At Joplin, Mo., at least 25 
beer trucks were lined Gp for a 
dash into Kansas, which did not 
materialize.

AMERICAN DOLLAR HIGHER

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 15. — - No 
trace of the two men who shot 
and killed Sheriff Roger Wilson of 
Boone County and State Highway 
Patrolman Ben Booth of Columbia 
yesterday had been found today by 
highway patrolmen, local officers 
and National Guardsmen who have 


been making an intensive search 
in Central Missouri under the direc- 


tion of Superintendent Marvin Cas- 
teel of the Highway Patrol: 

Casteel last night thought the 
men, after killing the two officers 
at Columbia when they were 
stopped for questioning about a 
bank robbery at Mexico, had been 
driven from the highways and had 
taken refuge in the woods in the 
southern part of Callaway County, 
with the interition of crossing the 
_ Missouri River. A search of all 
¥roads in the district developed no 
trace of them. 

Today most of the 30 highway pa- 
trolmen who were detailed to the 
search were ordered back to their 
regular posts except for patrols 
being maintained along the Mis- 
souri River at points near Chamois, 
Mokane and Tebbetts and .severul 
highways. Castéel said the men 
apparently had broken through 
the guard lines. | 

Erroneous Information. 

The search for the men was 
hampered by erroneous information 
concerning two cars reported to 
have been used by the men who 
held up the Farmers’ & Merchants 
Bank of Mexico yesterday after- 
noon. Early reports were that the 
men fled from |Mexico in a large 
green Buick sedan.

Fires Three Times at Auto. 

Tom Wade, proprietor of a filling 
station, obtained a revolver and 
shot three times at the car as it 
sped past with Fenton in pursuit 
without apparent effect. The men, 
witnesses reported, fired at Fenton 
as he pursued. 

Sheriff Wilson, a native of Boone 
County, was from Sapp, about 10 
miles south of here where he was 
a farmer before he became Sheriff 
last January. Surviving him are a 
wife, five children and an invalid 
mother. There also are two sisters 
and a brother. 

Booth had been a member of the 
State Highway Patrol since its for- 
mation in 1931. For several years 
previous he had been a sergeant on 
the Columbia police force. Booth is 
survived by his widow and three 
small children. 

Booth wore the No. 13 uniform 
and cap of the State Highway 
Patrol He was the first State 
highway patrolman to be killed in 
line of duty.

night of April 3, 1 and that the 
evidence gathered in the inquiry 
was not sufficiently direct to justify 
its presentation to a trial jury. 
He added, however, that the 10- 
year-old case would be carried in 


and that it would be reopened with 
the discovery of any evidence di- 
rectly linking the murderers with 
the crime. 

Deputy Constable Neu was killed 
the day after the downtown rob- 
bery of a mail truck by some of the 
robbers, who were on the way into 
St. Louis at the time, intent on get- 
ting the stolen bonds back into the 
city and on abandoning the stolen 
automobile used in the holdup. 

It will be recalled that a compar- 
ative analysis of the two crimes, 
published by the Post-Dispatch two 
years ago, led to the conclusion that 
the slayers were: 

Ray Renard, ex-convict and 
former member of the Egan gang, 
who is now in California, a fugi- 
tive from a Missouri Supreme 
Court mandate. 

“Dizzy” Daniels, Cuckoo and 
Egan gangster now serving a life 
term in Jefferson City for the 
murder of a St. Louis policeman.

Statement by Anderson. 

After Post-Dispatch had an- 
alyzed the evidence in the two 
crimes, Prosecuting Attorney Cast- 
len, Anderson’s predecessor, pre- 
sented the case to the grand jury, 
which did not return an indictment. 
Anderson took up the case after he 
went into office on Jan. 1, last. His 
statement announcing his conclu- 
sions in the case follows: 

“This office has just completed 
its investigation of the murder of 
Deputy Constable Edward P. Neu, 
who was wantonly shot to death in 
front of the parish house at 8240 
Gravois road on April 3, 1923, by 
one of five or six men who were 
traveling in two automobiles, and 
whom the constable had stopped 
for speeding. 

“The Coroner’s inquest and the 
inquiry of the Sheriff's office re- 
sulted in a verdict ‘homicide at the 
hands of parties unknown.’ 

“The evidence in the case points 
to the fact that there was a con-

How Neu Was Killed. 


“There were two automobiles and 
the rear machine was stopped for 
speeding by the Constable.

‘HARD TO SEE GOD 
OVER PILE OF BILLS’ 


Says Charity to Some Insti- 
tutions ‘Is a Racket, with 
Sick Potential Sources of 
Profit.’ 


A reversion to the old type of 
free charitable hospitals was advo- 
cated today by the Rev. Paul L. 


Blakely, 8S. J., associate editor of 
“America,” at the convention of the 
Catholic Hospital Association at St. 
Louis University gymnasium. 

“I think we would take a long 
stride along the road of charity,” 
‘he said, “if fees of every descrip- 
tion were abolished and we began 
all over again on the policy of 
‘everybody welcome, everything 
free.’ 


“There was an age when schools, 
colleges, hospitals, and orphanages 
were supported by the alms of the 
faithful, plus an intervention from 
the local lord or the king. In those 
days of Christian civilization a fee 
to the hospital for service was as 
out of place as a fee to the priest 
for absolution. For this abhorence 
of fees, in connection with the 
works of charity, there was a good 
reason. Money tends to corrupt ev- 
erything with which it comes in 
contact, including hospitals. That 
is why it is so often so hard to see 
God over the top of a pile of un- 
paid bills and why we hold back 
from entering on works for the 
glory of God on the plea that we 
have no money.~ 
and Rackets. 

Father Blakely denounced those 
institutions to which charity “is a 
racket, to which the sick are mere- 
ly potential sources of profit.” He 
said it was difficult today to draw 
the line “between an alleged busi- 
ness and a racket, and a racket and 
an alleged charity.” 
He asked whether today “trust in 
God beats, perhaps, not so strongly 
in our hearts as in the hearts of 
those who have gone before us.” He 
urged all to follow the example of 
St. Vincent de Paul, “who did not 
wait for the needy to knock at his 
door and beg but went out to find 
them, so that there might be no 
need for them to beg.” 
The Rev. Peter M. H. Wynhoven, 
director of the Associated Charities 
of New Orleans, speaking on “To- 
day’s Techniques in Medical Social 
Service,” sald that the office of 
medical social service has an im-

LONDON, June 15.—Following is 
the text of the address of Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in the House of Commons 
last night announcing payment of 
$10,000,000 to the United States as 
acknowledgment of the debt install- 
ment due today: es 

“This House will remember that 
the last installment of the debt due 
on Dec. 15 was the subject of an 
exchange of notes between our: 
selves and the American Govern- 
ment. ° 

“In our note Dec. 11 last, the 
British Government set out at some 
length their convictions that ¢on- 
tinued payment of the intergovern- 
mefital obligations was a fatal bar- 
rier to the recovery of the world. 

“The British Government’s stand- 
point on this matter was reinforced 
by the Preparatory Committee for 
the World Conference, which at the 
outset of its report stated that the 
problem of intergovernmental debts 
was not ‘included because it lay out- 
side the terms of feference to the 
committee. 

Importance of Debt Settlement. 


“They went’on, however, to say

We had hoped that the discussions 
with America last year might have 
led to some arrangement which 
would have obviated the necessity 
for payment on Dec. 15. 

“We had, however, to take into 
accountt he political situation in 
the United States of America. The 
administration had been defeated at 
the election and was on 
without being able to exercise ef- 
fective authority until the new 
President took office. 

“We were, however, informed that 
the United States Government 
would be prepared to review the 
whole situation with us without 
loss of time, and we were assured 
that the prosp:cts of a satisfactory 
approach to the whole question 
could be greatly increased by the 
payment on Dec. 15. 

Explains December Payment. 

“In these circumstances we felt 
that the right course was to allow 
time for negotiation by making a 
payment on that date, and we ex- 
plained in our note of Dec. 11 that 
this payment was not to be regard- 
ed as a resumption of the annual 
payments contemplated by the ex- 
isting agreement, and we an- 
nounced our intention of treating it 
as a capital payment, of which ac- 
count should be taken in any final 
settlement. 

“We added that the procedure 
adopted must ebviously be excep- 
tional and abnormal, and we 
urged upon the United States Gov- 
ernment the importance of an 
early exchange of views with the 
object of concluding the proposed 
discussion before Dec. 15 in order 
to obviate the risk of a general 
breakdown of existing intergovern- 
mental agreements. 

“Negotiations were accordingly 
| started, even before the new ‘ad- 
|ministration was inaugurated, and 
they have been pursued ever since. 
On the occasion of the Premier's 
visit to Washington he and the 
| President made preliminary explo- 
'rations of the situation. 

“As stated in the communique is- 
/sued at that time ‘with the most 
‘friendly spirit progress is made. 
After the Prime Minister's de- 
parture these conversations can 
/well continue in London and

Atmosphere of Good Will. 
| “The visit of the Premier to

| “As was made clear at that time, 
‘the Premier’s journey was under- 
| taken only for the purpose of elu- 
|cidating our position and, indeed. 
‘it was not possible in the time at 
jhis disposal to arrive at a fina! 
|'conclusion, even if he had desired 
‘to do so. 
| “Im .these circumstances His 
|Majesty’s Government had hoped 
‘that it would be possible for the 
| Government of the United States 
|to accede to their request that 
the payment of the June installment 
|be postponed pending discussions 
| of »war debts as a whole. 
_ “They maintained this hope up to 
a very recent date. In the end it 
became clear that it could not be 
realized. They therefore had to 
decide upon their course of action 
in these circumstances as they 
found them. 

Must Regard World Effect. 

“Considering their decision, the 
Government felt they must have re- 
gard as to its effects not only upon 
this country but upon the whole 
world. 

“The conference-now sitting im 
South Kensington was recognized 
by all as most momentous in char- 
acter, and delegate after delegate 
has already urged most disastrous 
consequences would ensue if it

“We had already made a payment 
in December in the hope that it 
would pave the way for a settle 
ment before another payment be 
came due.

The alder- 
manic Stréets Committee added 
eight positions. Among the places 
are: Sewer Commissioner, at $6000 
a year; Assistant Street Commis 
sioner, $5000; Traffic Commissioner, 
$5000; Assistant Traffic Commis- 
sioner, $4000, and Assistant Chief 
Engineer, $4000. 

Waldman Blocks Action. 

Waldman objected to final action 
on the bill and forced reading of 
the text. He declared such posi- 
tions as Sewer Commissioner and 
Assistant Street Commissioner had 
nothing to do with the proposed 
motor legislation and had not. been 
necessary since the Charter became 
effective in 1914. 

“The Democrats were elected on 
an economy pledge,” said Waldman. 
“It is a very inopportune time for 
legislation of this kind. I can’t 
imagine how Mayor Dickmann, who 
wants to balance the budget, could 
be for such a measure. The Dill 
hasn’t been approved by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment.” 

Under a recent ruling of the City 
Counselor such a measure presum- 
ably would require the Boafd of Es- 
timate approval. Alderman WNeu- 
man (Rep.), moved to recommit the 
bill, with instructions to submit it 
to the Board of Estimate. The mo- 
tion was lost, 16 to 12, by a strict 
party vote. The bill will come up 
for passage in the regular course 
when the board meets again next 
Tuesday. 

Two-Thirds Rule Invoked. 

Alderman Collins (Dem.), ma- 
jority floor leader, moved tO sus- 
pend the rules for passage of a bill 
providing for liability insurance for 
taxicabs and changing the cab 
license to $15 annually per vehicle. 
Alderman Lange (Rep.) objected, 
saying more time should be allowed 
for considering the measure. Wald- 
man also objected. The vote again 
was 16 tod 12, with party division. 
Eilers raised the point of order 
that a two-thirds vote was neces- 
sary to suspend. Collins argued 
that the new rules required a ma- 
jority vote but was wrong and 
Golden, presiding, was forced to 
rule the motion lost.

The board elected as its repre- 
sentatives on.the new Municipal 
Auditorium Commission, which will 
govern the auditorium, Alderman 
Lietchen, Slay and Hastey, Demo- 
crats, and Bergmann and Lange, 
Republicans. These were the only 
nominees. The board adjourned un- 
til noon next Tuesday and agreed 
to start its summer vacation that 
day. The vacation was extended 
from Sept. 8 to Oct. 2. 

A public hearing was held yes- 
terday by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee on a bill to increase the city 
gasoline tax from % to 1 cent a 
gallon to raise funds for retirement 
of street widening bonds.

MUST BE CHANGED 


P Warns of Separate Corps 


Unless Personnel on Air- 
ships Is Exempted from 


Sea Duty. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Calling 
a “mistaken policy” the Navy’s 
practice of transferring airship per- 
sonnel to sea duty, the Congression- 
al committee investigating the 
crash of: the dirigible Akron sug- 
gested yesterday that the Navy 
command be given until next ses- 
sion of Congress to “correct the sit- 
uation” under penalty of losing air- 
craft operations to a separate Navy 
Air Corps. 

At the same time the committee 
members criticised naval activity 
both before and after the big air- 
ship fell into’the sea off Barnegat 
Light. The naval court of inquiry’s 
investigation into the disaster, the 
committee said, “was lacking in 
thoroughness.” 

It was charged also that lack of 
experience and knowledge of 
weather conditions “eontributed 
largely to the disaster,” and that 
“had there been more experienced 
and better trained men in com- 
mand of the Akron the disaster 
probably would not have occurred.” 

Warning to Navy. 

“We feel bound to warn the Navy 
Department against following the 
same mistaken policy in the man- 
agement of the Macon (new Navy 
airship) that contributed to the 
disaster of the Akron, so that ev- 
ery safeguard should surround the 
operation of the Macon,” the com- 
mittee stated. 

“It is our opinion that in case the 

Navy Department has not corrected 
this situation before the convening 
of the next session of Congress that 
it wil¥ be necessary to enact fur- 
ther legislation seeking safe opera- 
tion of aircraft, including probably 
such provisions as the creation of 
a Navy Air Corps.” 
. The warning came in the form of 
a supplement to the committee re- 
port, signed by eight of the 10 mém- 
bers of the committee and intro- 
duced simultaneously in both 
Houses late yesterday. 

Neither Senator King (Dem), 
Utah, chairman of the committee, 
nor Senator Johnson (Rep.), Calli- 
fornia, signed the report. 

King said he intended to enter a 
minority report to show the “folly” 
of several of the majority recom- 
mendations as soon as he had re- 
viewed the testimony. 

“After hastily reading of the con- 
clusions,” he said, “I find I do not 
agree with most cf them. I shall, 
as soon as Congress @djourns, pre- 
pare my own report and not rely 
on the report made by Col. Henry 
Breckenridge, the committee coun- 
sel,” 7

State banks do not have to apply for mem- 
bership in the Federal Reserve system as a condition 
of participation, but have to become members by July 
1, 1936, if they desire to continue in the fund’s bene- 
fits—e partial victory for sound banking.

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COAL LEADS THE WAY. 

The hituminous coal mining industry is one of 
the first large industries to offer itself for. stabiliza- 
tion under the Roosevelt administration’s industrial 
recovery plan. Appreciating at last the urgent neces- 
sity for turning their backs on the dog-eat-dog poll- 
cies of recent years, the operators who comprise 
the National Coal Association have now drawn up 
a fair competition code. 

This code, which was formulated at a meeting with 
Hugh A. Johnson, whom President Roosevelt has se- 
lected to direct the operation of the industrial re- 
covery act, is interesting chiefly for-its enlightened 
proposals.

This is an am- 
bitious program, but the future of coal mining is at 
stake and there is every reason to be ambitious. 

When the code goes before the annual méeting of 
the coal men in Chicago this week, it is likely that 
objections will be raised to parts of it. It is hard 
to imagine non-union operators approving the pro- 
vision relative to collective bargaining. Yet it will 
be no more surprising for them to approve that pro- 
vision than for operators in various fields to agree 
to the creation of standards for wages and prices. 

If it seems strange that the bituminous industry 
should be one of the first to seek organization under 
the recovery plan, it is none the less fitting. It stands 
today in a state of chaos resulting from cutthroat 
competition and countless labor controversies. No 
industry provides a better’ chance to demonstrate 
what can be done under intelligent regulation.

Last Straw. 


RANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT has 
F only himself to blame when the 

Senate rebelled against him at 
the last minute. Although wearied 
and harassed, almost to the break- 
ing point by the terrific pace and 
fierce heat of the closing days, the 
legislators would have even then 
bowed to tke President’s demand 
that they close up shop on Satur- 
day—-had it not been for just one 
inept move. Late in the evening of 
that hectic day, F. D. R. suddenly 
brought forward his government re- 
organization plan.

An Old Custom. 


LUMPING a major project in

But the 
New York Legislature is not Con- 
gress, or more particularly the 
United States Senate. That body 
can be led, even bullied on occa- 
sion.

JAMES ROOSEVELT’S SUMMER | 
HOME IS DAMAGED BY FIRE 


President's Son Denies Blaze Was 
Part of Plot to Kidnap 
His Daughter- 
By the Associated Press. 

RYE BEACH, N. H., June 15.— 
The famiiy of James Roosevelt, son 
of the President, was staying al 
the home of relatives today as the 
result of a fire which forced them 


to move from their! summer place. 

,Fiames which started yesterday 
in an upper story gained headway 
before firemen from Portsmouth, 
Rye Beach and North Hampton 
could bring them under control. 
Although part of the furniture was 
carried from the 15-room house by 
firemen and servants, damage from 
flames and water was estimated at 
$5000. Mrs. Roosevelt and her 14- 
month-old daughter, Sara Delano 
Roosevelt, were not endangered. 

After the fire there was a report 
—quickly denied by James Roose- 
velt and from the White House— 
that threats had been made to kid- 
nap the child, that a Secret Service 
agent had been assigned as a result 
of the threats, and that the fire 
might have been intended as a 
screen for kidnapers. 

The President’s son telephoned a 
denial to New York saying “re- 
ports of any kidnaping threats are 
simply crazy and without the 
slightest foundation.” 

“It is true,” he said, “that a Se 
eret Service man was sent to the 
house, but it was purely a coinci- 
dence. I was making ready to join 
my father on his cruise up the 
coast, and the agent was assigned 
to the house because of my im- 
pending absence.”’

|GRAND JURY INQUIRY OPENS 


IN DETROIT BANK CLOSINGS 


State Official Testifies He Thinks 
Troubie Started With Suspen- 
sion in 1931. 

By the Associated Press 

DETROIT, June 15.—The story 
behind Michigan’s closed banks— 
and particularly those in Detroit, 


which have not reopened—was con- 
tinued today as State Banking 
Commissioner Rudolph E. Reichert 
resumed the stand in the grand 
jury hearing being conducted by 
Judge Harry B. Keidan. 

Yesterday Reichert, first wit- 

ness of the hearing, traced the De- 
troit banking crisis back to March 
12, 1931, when the American State 
Bank closed. 
Reichert indicated that he 
thought the trouble which caused 
the closing of the two large Detroit 
banks—the First National Detroit 
and the Union Guardian National 
Bank of Commerce—was due, in 
part, to the American State ‘clos- 
ing. The bank held deposits, ac- 
cording to its last published report, 
of $42,000,000, and the cash on 
hand when it closed totaled $248,- 
000, Reichert testified. 

The Detroit Clearing House Asso- 
ciation, Reichert recalled, guaran- 
teed American State Bank deposi- 
tors their money, but in so doirig, 
he said he thought the structure of 
other banks was weakened. 

The American State closing was 
the first major bank failure in the 
State. Three officers have been 
convicted 6n criminal charges.

Vesterday in London you could buy 
a British pound for $4.09%, which 
is an improvement. The less Amer- 
ican money needed to buy a pound, 
the better the American money. 


To the average American, dollars 
are dollars, and lucky he who has 
a million of them. He cannot un- 
derstand why it should be necessary 
to do any stabilizing. | 

Let Europe sell our dollars too 
cheap if she chooses, and regret it 
afterward. Why should we sudden- 
ly admit that this country, with 
the world’s largest supply of gold, | 
is issuing inferior money?

Dr. Hugenberg took the opportu- 
nity presented by the Conference to 
place officially before the world for 
the first time Germany's request for 
colonies. 

German View of Situation. 

The memorandum set forth the 
Cerman views of the world situa- 
tion and said that Germany was “at 
the head of the battle against the 
complete destruction of the Occi-
